On August 31, 2004 Applicants submitted three Declarations in response to the Notice to 
File Missing Parts mailed April 2, 2004. Two of the Declarations listed "Rozanne Lee" as an 
inventor while one Declaration listed the same person as "Yen Wah Lee". Ms. Lee signed the 
Declaration that listed her name as "Yen Wah Lee". A Notice of Incomplete Reply, mailed on 
September 28, 2004, requested the signature of Rozanne Lee. 

The confusion arose because Rozanne Lee and Yen Wah Lee are the same person;

Accordingly, we enclose herein a new declaration signed by Yen Wah Lee that indicates both 
her natural name (Yen Wah) and Americanized name (Rozanne).
